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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

2. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Brain Shaw on November 16, 2005. 

3. The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1 . (Currently Amended) An improved multi-bar linkage hinge assembly including a 
supporting bracket having an elongate track, the improvement comprising: 

(a) an end cap having a seating portion and an upright portion, the seating portion 
configured to engage the track; and 

(b) at least one reinforcing rib extending from the seating portion to the upright portion, 
the reinforcing rib including added metal . 

Claim 7. (Canceled) 

Claim 10. (Currently Amended) An end cap for a multi bar linkage supporting bracket having a 
track, the end cap comprising: 

(a) a seating portion selected to cooperatively engage the track; 
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(b) an integral upright portion extending from the seating portion; and 

(c) an integral reinforcing rib extending along a length of the seating portion and the 
upright portion , the reinforcing rib including added metal . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art shows a 
multi bar linkage hinge including an end cap with a seating portion and upright portion (Muir). 
The prior art also teaches the use of a reinforcing rib (Seitz). Per the Board of Patent Appeals 
and Interferences decision August 4, 2005, it would not be obvious to for the reinforcing ribs to 
be formed of added metal.
